Danny Carr, of Union City, Tenn., 
has been selected to fill the position of 
Special Law Enforcement Officer at 
Hickman County Elementary in High 
Schools. 

Carr brings with him 19.5 years of 
law enforcement experience, and is 
currently serving as a police officer in 
Union City. He also has a background 
in working with children, as he is 
currently serving as the youth pastor 
for the Clinton First Baptist Church. 
He has filled that position since June 
2009. 

Carr has been married to Karen Carr 
for 27 years, and they have two sons, 
Jacob, 23, and Colton, 16. Jacob is 
currently studying at Troy University 
in Troy, Ala., and Colton is a junior 
at Obion County Central High School 
in Troy, Tenn. Karen is works at MVP 
Brands, formerly CBK, in Union City, 
and has been there for about 19.5 years. 

“I like the area, and I like working 
with kids,” Carr said when asked why 
he decided to apply for the position. 

He will be sworn in by Hickman 
County Judge/Executive Greg Pruitt 
on Tuesday afternoon. He will then 
interview with state officials in 
Frankfort before his hiring is final. Carr 
will most likely be at work monitoring 
the schools some time in March. 
Hickman County Superintendent 
Kenny Wilson said, “We’re glad to have 
Mr. Carr. He brings a lot of experience, 
and he works well with kids.” 

The Hickman County Board of 
Education has been looking into the 
possibility of hiring a school security 
officer since the school shooting in 
Newtown, Conn, on Dec. 14. The 
Hickman County Fiscal Court has 
agreed to pay $22,500 to assist in 
financing the operation. The school 
board met several times to decide 
whether to hire a School Resource 
Officer (SRO), or a Special Law 
Enforcement Officer (SLEO). At a 
special meeting earlier this month, 
they decided to hire a SLEO and began 
processing applications.

New tax could be only 
to funding ambulance

More than 30 concerned citizens 
of Hickman County came together 
Saturday morning, Feb. 23, at the 
Young Center in Clinton to discuss 
the future of ambulance service in the 
county. The discussion began with 
a description and discussion of the 
situation and ended with instituting an 
ambulance tax being the only feasible 
answer. 

Hickman County Judge Executive 
Greg Pruitt opened the meeting with 
remarks about the history of the 
ambulance service since he took office 


in 1988. Since then, 
the cost of running 
the service has 
quadrupled. At that 
time, the service 
was run by the 
City of Clinton. 

“A lot of things 
have changed 
since then,” he 
said. Pruitt told 
that several years ago, the ambulance 
board took the necessary steps to move 
the service from a basic life support 
service to advanced life support status. 
This allowed for better protection, 


and allowed for 
significantly 
more third-party 
reimbursement. 
He noted that if 
budget cuts are 
applied to sustain 
the ambulance 
service in its 
current state, the 
advanced life support status 
could be lost. 

He also talked about the recent 
history of the service. In November of 
2011, the ambulance board approached 
the Hickman County Fiscal Court and

told them that they were not bringing 
in enough revenue for the ambulance 
service to sustain itself. 

“At the time, we thought it was due to 
the closing of Arbor Place,” Pruitt said. 
The ambulance service’s revenue is a 
direct reflection of how many billable 
runs are made each month. When Arbor 
Place closed, the number of ambulance 
runs went down. Assumptions had been 
made that once Arbor Place opened 
back up, the ambulance service would 
once again be able to sustain itself.

Countywide

Frizzell talks firearm safety

Since the tragedy in Newtown, 
Connecticut, many have been talking 
about the need for tougher gun control 
laws. Others are advocating gun safety 
and education. Individuals like John 
Thompson and Wiley Gannon, in 
Fulton County and Jailer Chad Frizzell 
and Sheriff Mark Green in Hickman 
County are on the education side of the 
debate. 

Last weekend Frizzell and Green 
held a concealed weapon class for 
those interested in obtaining the proper 
permit to carry a gun. Twenty-two 
students attended the class that was 
held at the Hickman County Senior 
Citizen’s Center in Clinton on Saturday 
morning. Thompson held oa class 
last month in Fulton, and Gannon is 
planning a class in May. 

Last week, Frizzell addressed the 
Clinton Rotary Club about gun safety, 
stating some interesting statistics. One 
of those statistics shared by Frizzell 
stands out. 

According to the Center for Disease 
Control, in 2011, more deaths can be 
attributed to motor vehicle accidents 
than firearms. In 2011, 33,687 deaths 
were caused by traffic accidents 
while only 31,672 deaths were caused 
by firearms. There were even more 
poisoning deaths than firearms in 2011, 
with 42,917. 

When owning a firearm there 
are a lot of things to consider when 
thinking about safety. Frizzell provided 
everyone with the following general 
rules:

• Before handling any firearm, 
understand how it operates. Not all 
firearms are the same. Familiarize 
yourself with the mechanical features 
of any firearm you intend to use. 

• Always safely store and secure 
your firearm. Safe and secure storage 
of your firearm is one of the most 
important responsibilities of firearm 
ownership. 


• Always lock and store bullets in 
separate locations. Secure your firearm 
and ammunition separately so that they 
are not accessible to children or other 
unauthorized persons. 

• Make sure children do not have 
access to the gun safe/cabinet keys. 

• Always treat every firearm as if 
it were loaded. Do not take anyone’s 
word that the firearm is unloaded. 


Always check for yourself. 

• Always keep your firearm pointed 
in a safe direction. This is particularly 
important when loading, unloading, or 
field stripping the gun. 

• Never place your finger inside the 
trigger guard unless you intend to fire. 
Your firearm cannot fire unless the

trigger is pulled. Ensure that 
other objects do not touch the 
trigger. 

• Never use alcohol or drugs 
before or while shooting. Do not 
use your firearm if you are on 
any medication, which impairs, 
even slightly, your mental or 
physical ability. 

Frizzell also stressed the 
importance of keeping a 
personal firearms record. This 
record should include the model 
number and serial number of 
each firearm, along with the 
manufacturer, type of action, 
caliber or gauge, cost, and 
purchase location. This process 
aids in the recovery of firearms 
that are stolen. 

“Do not store this record with 
your weapons,” he said. “It 
should be kept separate from 
your firearms to assist police in 
the event your firearms are ever 
lost or stolen.” 

Frizzell, who is a licensed 
firearms dealer, also talked 
about the effect that pending 
legislation has on the firearm 
market. He said that a couple of 
months ago, a Bushmaster AR- 
15 could be purchased for $800. 
Now, individuals looking for 
the weapon can expect to pay up 
to $2,000. This is due to the talk 
in Washington, D.C. of pending 


litigation involving “assault 
weapons.” 

The AR-15 is classified by 
many as an assault weapon, 
primarily because it is equipped 
with a pistol grip. It is the civilian 
version of the U.S. military’s 
M-4; the main difference is that 
the AR-15 is not engineered to 
fire in 3-round bursts. 

“The AR-15 is no different 
than any other rifle, it just looks 
meaner,” Frizzell said. 

The fear that this rifle may be 
banned has caused thousands 
to run to their local gun dealer 
for the item, resulting in a short 
supply of the rifle, a higher 
demand, and a soaring price. 
It’s a price many are willing to 
pay, however, to get their hands 
on the weapon before they are 
banned. 

The same fear of litigation has 
drastically reformed the market 
for high capacity magazines, 
those capable of holding up 
to 30 rounds of ammunition. 
These magazines are made 
primarily for military-style 
weapons, such as the M-16, 
M-4, and AR-15, along with 
Soviet-style weapons such as 
the AK-47. In many markets, 
desperate shoppers cannot get 
their hands on the magazines 
because they are in such short 


supply. This has resulted in a 
soaring price for the magazines, 
and has drawn some people to 
desperate measures. 

Last week, 798 30-round 
capacity magazines, valued at 
an estimated $7,429.38 were 
stolen from the Army National 
Guard Armory in Lexington, 
Tenn. Five suspects, who 
were all soldiers in the Guard, 
including a Staff Sargent, three 
Specialists, and one Private First 
Class, have been apprehended 
and charged with theft over 
$ 1 , 000 . 

By the time the magazines 
were noticed missing, 200 of 
them had already been taken out 
of the state. According to local 
police, all of the magazines 
have been recovered. 

Anyone who wants to 
purchase a gun from a licensed 
dealer must pass a background 
check through the National 
Instant Criminal Background 
Check System. The Brady 
Handgun Violence Prevention 
Act of 1993 was signed into 
law requiring federal firearms 
licensees, like Frizzell, to 
request background checks on 
prospective firearm transferees. 
The background check is 
not required if the weapon is 
purchased from an individual.

Pruitt continued, “We now see 
that this is no longer the case.” 
He said that three years ago, the 
ambulance service made about 
1,200 runs. Two years ago, that 
number came down to 800, and 
last year, it was all the way down 
to 400 runs. It has become clear 
that even if Arbor Place fills to 
maximum capacity, there will 
not be enough runs to sustain 
the ambulance service in the 
county. 

After making these opening 
remarks, Pruitt sat down and 
opened the discussion to 
those present. Alan Wilson 
was the first to speak up. He 
asked what it would take to 
keep the ambulance service 
going, whether a mandatory 
membership due or a county¬ 
wide tax. Pruitt explained that 
the county cannot implement 
a mandatory membership 
system, but there are a couple 
of different ways a tax can be 
implemented. 

One way is for citizens to 
sign a petition that a tax be put 
on a ballot to be voted on by 
residents of the county. Pruitt 
said that if that were to happen, 
it might be possible to set a 
special election for the matter to 
be voted on. A faster way to get 
to the same end, he explained, 
is for the fiscal court to pass an 
ordinance establishing a taxing 
district, without it going on the 
ballot. 

Gary Jones, a member of the 
ambulance board, stood up and 
talked the situation from his 
point of view. He expressed his 
appreciation for Paula Boaz, the 
private contractor that the board 
has hired to run the service. He 
said that several people have 


expressed their thoughts that 
Boaz makes a lot of money. 

Without using exact figures, 
Jones said, “We could not go 
out and hire another private 
contractor for double what she 
makes.” 

After Jones’ remarks, Wilson 
responded and said, “I’m for 
doing whatever it takes, even if 
it means taxing.” 

Bro. Blair spoke up next, 
asking if there was any way 
that other tax expenses can be 
reduced to compensate for the 
cost associated with running 
the ambulance service. Pruitt 
explained that the fiscal court 
does not have the authority to 
set the tax rates for any of the 
taxing districts. 

Pruitt said that he had talked 
to Hickman County PVA Anita 
Mullins about how much 
money could be raised for the 
ambulance service if a taxing 
district is established. He said 
that at the maximum rate of 
10 cents per $100 of assessed 
property value, about $177,000 
could be generated annually. 
He said that, based on figures 
he has received from the 
ambulance board, this should be 
just enough to fund the service. 

Bill Bone asked some of the 
representation of the City of 
Clinton to express their views 
on the topic. City Councilman 
Ivan Potter stood up and said, “I 
don’t like taxes, and we all pay 
too much in taxes already. But if 
Em going to pay a tax, Ell pay 
this one.” Potter said that his 
only concern about the tax is 
that it be fair. 

City Councilman Jerome 
Jenkins spoke next, saying “I 
personally support the tax, both 


for ambulance service and fire 
and rescue, Em 100 percent 
behind it.” 

Councilwoman Betty Morrow 
spoke next, saying that she 
was in support of the tax, and 
suggested that the faster route 
of passing the ordinance for the 
tax is the way to go. 

Clinton Mayor Tommy 
Kimbro was not present at the 
meeting, but issued a statement 
Monday expressing support 
for a county-wide ambulance 
taxing district. 

Pruitt also mentioned that 
Parkway Regional Hospital, in 
Fulton, is currently running the 
ambulance service for the cities 
of Fulton, Hickman, South 
Fulton, and Fulton County. He 
said that Rob Calhoun, CEO 
of Parkway, has approached 
Pruitt about submitting some 
proposals for the possibility of 
the hospital running Hickman 
County’s ambulance service. 

Those present expressed their 
concerns about the delayed 
response time that would result 
from the ambulance being 
dispatched from Fulton. 

Near the end of the meeting, 
Judge Pruitt asked if there 
was anyone present who 
opposed a 10 cent per $100 of 
assessed value tax to sustain 
the ambulance service. The 
room was silent. He asked if 
anyone present knew anyone 
who opposed such a tax. One 
hand went up, belonging to 
Alan Wilson. Pruitt asked how 
many people Wilson knew that 
opposed the idea, and Wilson 
replied that it was only one.

The next time I get ready for 
my regular blood check at the 
doctor I am going to take a good 
look at prescription dosage 
levels. 

At a recent visit I was having 
the usual chat with the doctor 
who wielded my chart in hand. 
I mentioned that the size of the 
pill was 5 mg although the chart 
had been saying 10. 

The tablet strength was the 
first thing I looked at when I 
returned home and noticed that 
it was, indeed 10. I thought 
about calling his office then 
because I remembered him 
noting the change on my chart. 
But I thought that since I had 
another visit scheduled for mid- 
March that I could tell him then 
and all would be well. After 


all, I did not see the urgency in 
calling him away from a patient 
at that time to fix my error. 

But when I took the last tablet 
and called in a refill I noticed 
that there were no refills left. 
A call had to be made to the 
doctor’s office to get another 
refill. His chart showed 5 mg 
and I knew why. It was because 
of his patient’s stupidity. 

When the nurse called in a 
refill at 5 the alert pharmacist 
noticed that it had been being 
10 and questioned that. When 
I called the nurse she was 
alarmed that they thought I had 
been taking twice the strength 
of Coumadin that had been 
prescribed and asked me to 
come in right then for a blood 
check. So in I went and luckily 
was out of there again in a few 
minutes. All was well, the INR

level was right where it was 
supposed to be, and I was not 
bleeding to death. 

But it taught me a lesson to 
heed the notices they post that 
ask to bring the prescriptions in 
at the time of the visit. 

We have both really good 
medical facilities in the U.S.

pharmacists. I am thankful of 
that. I know there are some 
countries that have neither. 

And I thank God every day 
that I was born an American 
citizen because I had no choice 
in that matter.

to discuss what could be 
done to ensure that Hickman 
County will have adequate fire 
protection in the future. 

The committee consists 
of Jerome Jenkins; Clinton 
City Council member; Annell 
Orlando; local independent 
insurance agent; Robert Tarver; 
Herold Jackson; Hickman 
County magistrate for district 
three; Dan Pyrtle; Gene 
Bolin; former fire chief of the 
Columbus Fire District; John 
Turner; current fire chief for the 
Clinton Fire District; Richard 
Thomas; Scott Smith; Deputy 
Director for Hickman County 
Emergency Management; and 
Lynn Deweese. Visitors at the 
meeting were Charles Lott, Area 
One Cordinator, State Fire and 
Rescue training; Bruce Roberts, 
Division Director, Kentucky 
Fire Commission; and Pat 
Thompson, from Owensboro. 
Thompson works in recruitment 
of volunteer firefighters. 

After an introduction and 
opening remarks by Judge 
Pruitt, Scott Smith gave a brief 
report of the current condition 
of the fire districts. There are 
currently three fire districts in 
Hickman County. The Clinton 
Fire District covers the city 
of Clinton, the Columbus fire 
district covers all areas within 
a five-mile radius of the station 
in Columbus, and Hickman 
County Fire and Rescue covers 
the rest of the county. 

Smith said that the Clinton 
Fire District has adequate funds, 
due to the fact that it is a taxing 
district, but Hickman County 
Fire and Rescue is trying 
to scrape by with donations 
and fundraisers as fuel costs 
continue to go up. Smith said 
that most of the volunteers for 
the city and county fire districts 
are the same people. 

Bruce Roberts, Division 
Director for the fire 
commission, said merging the 
three fire districts might be 
the best option in the future. If 
the districts merged into one 
county-wide district, the taxing 
district would be extended to 
the rest of the county, whereas 
only residents of Clinton and 
Columbus are paying the tax 
now. The maximum tax on such 
a district is 10 cents per $100 
of appraised property value. 
This means that if someone had 
property appraised at $60,000, 
they would pay $60 annually. 
According to an estimate from 
Hickman County PYA Anita 


Columbus Fire District is even 
worse off, with a pumper truck 
completely out of commission 
without the finds to repair it. The 
new, higher revenue generated 
by the county-wide taxing 
district would provide for much 
needed equipment repairs and 
upgrades. Some of the excess 
money would be used to set up 
satellite stations throughout the 
county.

Mullins, a county-wide tax 
of this nature would generate 
about $177,000 annually. 

In addition to this funding, 
Roberts said that a new, 
consolidated fire district would 
be eligible for a loan from the 
fire commission at three percent 
interest, and the commission 
would give the district 
assistance with the paying off of 
the loan. He explained that the 
district would be able to receive 
$24,750 annually for the first 
three years, then $12,250 for the 
next three years, and $8,250 for 
the seventh year onward. 

Smith said that the Clinton 
Fire Department is currently 
operating with about $30,000 
annually, and the Rescue Squad 
has been operating off of a 
$10,000 annual budget. 

Bolin said that the Columbus 
Fire Department has been 
using a budget that is between 
$22,000 and $25,000 annually. 
These figures add up to about 
$65,000, significantly less than 
what the estimated tax would 
generate. 

With that said, the departments 
are not thriving with their 
current budgets. The newest 
vehicle used by the Clinton 
Fire Department is a ’98 
truck that 
purchased for 
$150,000 the 
year before 
last. The 


be brought to the county judge/ 
executive. According to KRS 
75.020, notice of the filing shall 
then be published. A period of 
time will be given during which 
written objection to the filing 
can be made. 

If 51% of the landowners 
in the county submit a written 
petition against the filing, the 
county judge/executive will 
schedule a hearing to discuss 
the issue. If, after evidence 
from all sides have been 
brought forth, the county judge/ 
executive “finds from the 
evidence that a failure to merge 
the territory will materially 
retard the functioning of the fire 
protection district or volunteer 
fire department districts and 
materially effect adversely the 
owners and inhabitants of the 
territory sought to be merged, 
he shall enter an order granting 
the merger of the districts into 
one fire protection district 
or volunteer fire department 
districts.” 

Merging the districts seemed 
to be the most agreed upon 
solution at the meeting, but there 
is still more research to be done 
on the best way to accomplish 
such an endeavor.

A socially 
disadvantaged farmer is one 
of a group whose members 
have been subjected to 
racial, ethnic, or gender 
prejudice because of their 
identity as members of the 
group without regard to their 
individual qualities. For the 
purposes of this program, 
socially disadvantaged 
groups have been defined as 
women, Blacks or African 
Americans, American 

Indians or Alaskan Natives, 
Hispanics, Asians, and 
Native Hawaiians or other 
Pacific Islanders. 

Types of Loans 

• Operating loans may be 
used for various short and 
intermediate type credit 
needs, such as the purchase of 
livestock and equipment and 
annual operating expenses. 

• Farm ownership loans 
may be used for the purchase 
and/or improvement of 
farmland and buildings. 

• Microloans available 
with a maximum limit of 
$35,000 to assist the financial 
operating needs of family 
farm operations. 


Who May Borrow 

Individuals, partnerships, 
joint operations, corporations, 
limited liability companies, 
and cooperatives primarily 
and directly engaged 
in family-size farming 
operations may apply. A 
family size operation is 
considered to be one that 
a family can operate and 
manage itself.

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Should You Hire a Tax Preparer?

The U.S. tax code grows 
more complicated every 
year and currently spans 
thousands of pages - even 
government experts can’t 
agree exactly how long it 
is. So it’s not surprising that 
millions of Americans hire 
professional tax preparers to 
complete their returns. 

Relinquishing the onerous 
task of calculating your taxes 
to a professional may save 
you time and give peace 
of mind - they know more 
about tax law than you do, 
right? But remember: You’re 
still legally responsible for 
all information on the return. 
So if the preparer makes 
a mistake or intentionally 
defrauds the government, 
you’ll be on the hook for 
any additional taxes, interest 
and penalties - even possible 
prosecution. 

The IRS notes that although 
most tax return preparers 
are professional, honest 
and serve their clients well, 
taxpayers should use the 
same standards for choosing 
a preparer as they would for 
a doctor or lawyer, and be on 
the lookout for incompetence 
and criminal activity. 

There are several basic 
types of tax preparers: 
certified public accountants, 
IRS-designated enrolled 
agents, tax attorneys, 
storefront agents (think H&R 
Block) and self-employed 
preparers.

by ethical standards; they’re 
also the only professionals 
authorized to represent you 
before the IRS on all tax 
matters, including audits, 
collection and appeals. 
Others may only represent 
you for audits of returns they 
actually prepared. Always ask 
whether they belong to any 
professional organizations 
with continuing-education 
requirements. 

Here are tips for choosing 
the right tax return preparer: 

• Request an initial free 
consultation at which you can 
share last year’s return and 
discuss how your situation 
has changed. 

• Ask how their fees are 
determined - some charge 
by the number of forms 
(schedules) filed, others by 
the hour. You might pay 
anywhere from $100 to 
many thousands of dollars, 
depending on the complexity 
of your situation, where you 
live, the agent’s credentials, 
etc. 

• One good way to get a 
sense of fees is to ask what 
they would have charged to 
complete your last year’s 
return. 

•Be wary of tax preparers 
who claim they can obtain 
larger refunds than other 
preparers. No one can 
estimate your refund without 
first reviewing your financial 


information. 

• Avoid preparers who base 
their fee on a percentage of 
the refund. 

• Consider whether the 
individual or firm will be 
around to answer questions 
about the return months or 
years after it’s been filed. 

• Check their credentials and 
find out if any complaints 
have been filed with the 
Better Business Bureau. 
Reputable preparers will 
ask to see receipts and will 
ask multiple questions to 
determine whether expenses 
qualify for deduction. 

• Ask whether your 
return’s preparation will be 
outsourced, which means 
your personal information 
could be transmitted 
electronically to another firm, 
possibly outside the U.S. 

• Ask about their experience 
with IRS audits and what their 
fees would be to represent 
you in an audit. 

• Ask their policy for 
reimbursing you for fines, 
penalties and interest if it 
turns out your owe back taxes 
on a return they prepared - 
many have insurance for that 
purpose. 

And finally, don’t muddy 
the waters by linking your 
tax-return fee to buying 
another product the preparer 
may be trying to sell, such 
as a refund-anticipation loan 
or check, retirement savings 
account or insurance policy.

FSA State Office announces 45th general 
sign-up for the Conservation Reserve Program

The Hickman County boys 
basketball team came into their 
Feb. 19 District Tournament 
match up with Fulton City 
oozing with confidence. 

After all, they had just 
muzzled the struggling Bulldogs 
two weeks ago with a 57-47 win 
at Fulton City. 

But the basketball sometimes 
takes funny bounces. Or, in 
the Falcons case, sometimes 
the goals’ rims seem to move 
slightly as they did when the 
same Bulldogs edged them 57- 
49, at Fulton County to bring 
their season to a sudden end. 

“We came out with a lot of 
confidence; maybe too much 
confidence,” Hickman County 
guard Billy Speed said. “We 
missed a lot of shots. It just 
wasn’t our night.” 

The Falcons never gave up. 
They fought to the end, cutting 
it to six points (55-49) with 
a minute to play on a pair of 
patented three-point shots from 
trey specialist Morgan Koontz. 

That was as close as the 
Falcons could get as Fulton City 
guard Devon Jackson nailed 
a pair of free throws with 22 
seconds left to give the Bulldogs 
their final cushion. 

It was a heart-breaking end to 
a highly successful season for 
Henry Edwards’ Falcons. They 
finished with a 15-10 record, 
including wins over All A champ 
Carlisle County, Mayfield, 
Heath and South Fulton, a big 
winner in West Tennessee. But 
the ultimate prize was missing. 

“We wanted to get to the 
Regional; that was our goal and 
we fell short,” Speed said. “We 
haven’t been there in six years. 


We really thought we had the 
team to do it. It’s a heartbreaker 
to be honest with you. It will be 
on our minds until next season 
rolls around. But the seniors will 
never get it off their minds.” 

The Falcons will graduate five 
seniors — Koontz, star guard 
Eric Kerney, post player Justin 
Jackson, and reserves John 
Barnett and Donyell Cross. 

But they will have Speed 
back as well as Ryan Harpole, 
another starter, and reserve 
Harley Hinshaw. He gave them 
good minutes off the bench. 
And James Bolen is a potential 
star in waiting. 

“He is going to help us,” 
Speed said. “We hope he picks 
up a few pounds. We hope he 
grows more and gets stronger.” 

The Falcons played catch up 
all night long against Fulton 
City as shot after shot fell by the 
wayside. 

Fulton City grabbed a quick 
15-2 lead, only to see Ryan 
Harpole hit a short jumper and 
a rare three-pointer to pull the 
Falcons to within 10 (17-7) at 
the end of the first quarter. 

Speed then turned on the 
after-burners in the second 
quarter, scoring six of his 13 
points, the last bucket slashing 
the Bulldogs margin to just 
five (23-18) with 3:37 to go in 
the first half. But the Bulldogs 
countered to push the lead back 
up to ten (30-20) at halftime. 

“We tried to change things 
the second half and go inside,” 
Speed said. “If we got our shot 
block, okay. Then we would 
pull up and try to hit a 15-footer. 
But there is nothing you can do 
when they won’t fall.” 

Fulton City maintained that 
ten-point margin in the third 
period as Koontz finally hit his

Program (CRP) general sign-up 
beginning May 20 and ending 
on June 14. 

“It continues to be our goal 
to ensure that we use CRP 
to address our most critical 
resource issues” said McCauley. 
“In 2012, many counties in 
Kentucky experienced extreme 
drought. 

CRP protected 

environmentally sensitive 
lands from washing or blowing 
away. It gave ranchers extra 
grazing land when they needed 
it. I expect there will be 
strong competition to enroll or 
reenroll acres into CRP, so I 
urge Kentucky’s producers to 
maximize their environmental 
benefits and make sure their 
offers are cost-effective.” 


In addition to erosion control, 
CRP provides significant water 
quality benefits including 
reduced nutrients and 
sediment loadings and adverse 
consequences associated with 
floods as well as expanded and 
enhanced wildlife habitat. 

Currently, about 27 million 
acres are enrolled in CRP 
nationwide, 302,782.7 acres in 
Kentucky. 

CRP is a voluntary program 
available to agricultural 
producers to help them safeguard 
environmentally sensitive land. 
Producers enrolled in CRP plant 
long-term, resource-conserving 
covers to improve the quality of 
water, control soil erosion and 
enhance wildlife habitat. 

Contracts on an estimated 
3.3 million acres of CRP are 
set to expire on Sept. 30, 
2013, 34,767 of those acres 
in Kentucky. Producers with

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Lady Falcons 
romp past 
Fulton City

On a night when both teams 
found the basket with an 
invisible lid on it, the Hickman 
County Lady Falcons found 
their target on the defensive side 
of the ball. 

As a result David Dixon’s 
Lady Falcons were able to 
romp past Fulton City, 43-25, 
in the opening round of the First 
District Tournament Feb. 19 at 
Fulton County High School in 
Hickman. 

The win over the Lady 
Bulldogs, their third of the 
season, enabled Hickman 
County to gain the 6 p.m. 
championship game with top- 
seeded Carlisle County Feb. 22. 
Carlisle County had advanced 
by toppling the host Lady Pilots 
of Fulton County, 57-24, Feb. 
18 at the Pilots’ gym. The 
Lady Falcons also locked up a 
berth in next week’s Regional 
Tournament at Murray State 
University. 

Although the Lady Comets 
will enter the district title game 
as a heavy favorite, Dixon 
reminded prognosticators that 
there is no love lost between the 
two schools. 

“Rivalry, oh just a little bit,” 
Dixon said, smiling. “We’ve 
always played Carlisle County 
tough. They beat us by 11 (51- 
40) at their place and by four 
(53-49) at our place. We’ll 
concentrate on shutting down 
the (Jenna) Babb girl. If we can 
hold her to 10 or 11 points we 
have a shot at them.” 

One thing Dixon 
will try to avoid 
would be a repeat of 
the first two minutes 
of the Lady Falcons 
game with Fulton City. 

In that game his star 
guard, Kennady Yarbro, 
picked up a pair of quick 
fouls and found herself on the 
pine for the rest of the quarter. 

“It changed our whole game,” 
Dixon said. “She is our ball- 
handler and is the one that starts 
our offense. And she is also a 
major part of our offense. When 


she gets into foul trouble we 
have to pull her out and it slows 
us down.” 

With the dashing Yarbro 
cooling her heels, the Lady 
Falcons missed their first seven 
shots from the field before 
guard Katie Woolard scored 
on a lay-up to give Hickman 
County a 2-0 lead with 4:05 left 
in the first quarter. Kay lee Webb 
then followed with a put-back to 
make it 4-0. And that is how it 
stood after one quarter as Fulton 
City missed all ten of its shots in 
being shutout from the field and 
foul line. 

“The shooting was bad both 
ways; both teams just shot 
the ball terrible,” Dixon said. 
“I knew they were struggling 
shooting and we were struggling 
shooting. Between us there 
must have been six to eight air 
balls thrown up the first half.” 

Hickman County got slightly 
better the second quarter as 
Dixon inserted Yarbro back in 
early. She finished the quarter 
with seven points with Samantha 
(Sam) McClain scoring the 
other two points as Hickman 
County grabbed a 13-3 lead at 
halftime. Lexi Butler’s three- 
point shot was the only points 
Fulton City could muster as 
they shot a woeful one-for-21 
from the field, a miserable four 
percent. 

With Yarbro and McClain 
warming to the task with seven 
points each, the Lady Falcons 
outscored Fulton City 18-8 in 
the third quarter for a 31 -11 lead. 
Hickman County connected 
on eight of 18 shots, 
considerably above what 
they had been shooting. 
Yarbro and Woolard 
each had four points 
in the fourth period as 
the team coasted home 
to victory. 

Yarbro finished with a 
game-high 18 points, followed 
by McClain (9). Woolard added 
eight points. Mykala Waggoner 
chipped in with four points. 
Webb and Rachel Jackson had 
two each.
